"A" - THIS REPEATER AND, IN FACT ALMOST ALL AMATEUR REPEATERS ARE COMMERCIAL 
RADIOS RETUNED FOR THE AMATEUR BANDS. COMMERCIAL NARROW BAND STANDARDS 
CALL FOR PLUS AND MINUS 5 KHZ MAXIMUM DEVIATION!! AT ABOUT 7 TO 7.5 
KHZ A NARROW BAND RECEIVER WILL THINK THE INCOMING AUDIO IS NOISE AND 
SQUELCH OFF. 4.8 KHZ ALLOWS FOR PLUS AND MINUS .2 KHZ FOR SUBAUDIBLE 
TONES IF YOU USE THEM. REMEMBER, MORE DEVIATION IS NOT LOUDER, ONLY 
MORE DISTORTED (FORM CLIPPING AND SQUELCH). 


"Q" ~ WHY MUST I IDENTIFY THE REPEATER BEFORE AND AFTER AN AUTOPATCH? 


"A" ~ THERE IS MORE THAN ONE STATION WITH THE CALL OF ’KL7AA’, BUT ONLY ONE 
WITH THE CALL ‘KL7AA/R’ ON TWO METERS. TO AVOID CONFUSION AND TO ALLOW 
THE TRUSTEE (BILL, KL7ITI) TO MAINTAIN THE LAWS GOVERNING AUTOMATIC PHONE 
PATCHES WE REQUIRE YOUR CALLSIGN AND THAT OF THE REPEATERS’ AT THE 
BEGINNING AND END OF EACH AUTOPATCH. 


"Q" - IF I FORGET TO IDENTIFY MYSELF AND START AN AUTOPATCH, WHAT WILL HAPPEN? 


"a" ~ MOST LIKELY THE PATCH WILL BE DISCONNECTED BY A CONTROL OPERATOR AND 
YOULL BE ASKED TO IDENTIFY YOURSELF. REMEMBER THE CONTROL OPERATORS ARE 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THE LEGAL OPERATION OF THE REPEATER. CITATIONS FOR 
INCORRECT OPERATION MUST BE ANSWERED BY THE TRUSTEE AND WE COULD LOSE 
THE CLUB LICENSE IF THE VIOLATION WERE SEVERE ENOUGH. 


"Q" - WHY MUST I BE A CLUB MEMBER TO USE THE AUTOPATCH? 


"A" ~ THE AARC BOARD OF DIRECTORS MADE THE DECISION THAT THE AUTOPATCH BE 
RESTRICTED TO CLUB MEMBER USE ONLY AS A MEANS TO ENCOURAGE MEMBERSHIP 
IN A CLUB. IT COSTS A GREAT DEAL IN BOTH MONEY AND EFFORT TO OPERATE 
AND MAINTAIN THE REPEATER AND IT IS ETHICAL FOR THOSE WHO USE THE 
FACILITIES OF THE REPEATER TO SUPPORT IT. THE REPEATER IS NOT RESTRICTED 
BUT USE OF THE PATCH IS LIMITED TO CLUB MEMBERS AND TRANSIENTS IN OUR 
AREA. 
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CAN I USE THE AUTOPATCH TO CALL LONG DISTANCE, SAY TO PALMER OR WASILLA, 
OR FROM THE VALLEY OR KENAI TO ANCHORAGE? CAN I CALL THE ‘LOWER 48’ AND 
BILL THE CALL TO ANOTHER NUMBER? 


THE AUTOPATCH SHALL NOT BE USED TO CIRCUMVENT THE NORMAL TOLL FACILITIES!! 
LONG DISTANCE CALLS ARE LOCKED OUT AUTOMATICALLY BY THE MICROPROCESSOR. 
IF YOU TRY TO DIAL ANY OTHER THAN AN ANCHORAGE EXCHANGE THE CALL WILL NOT 
GO THROUGH AND ALL YOU WILL GEY IS THE COURTESY TONE AFTER YOUR ATTEMPT. 


IF AN AUTOPATCH IS IN PROGRESS, CAN I BREAK IN AND TALK TO THE PERSON ON 
THE PHONE?? 


YES, BUT IT WOULD BE IN VERY BAD TASTE!! REMEMBER THAT THE AUTOPATCH IS 
LIKE A PARTY LINE. YOU WOULDN’T THINK OF LISTENING IN ON A PARTY LINE 
ON YOUR PHONE AND BREAK IN ON THE CONVERSATION, DON’T DO IT ON THE PATCH! 
IF YOU HAVE AN EMERGENCY, BY ALL MEANS BREAK IN AND STATE THE FACT AND 
ASK THE RADIO OPERATOR TO DISCONNECT THE PATCH. 


CAN I CALL MY OFFICE AND ASK FOR MESSAGES? 


ABSOLUTLY NOT!!! NO BUSINESS CALLS OR CALLS THAT WILL BE OF ANY MONETARY 
GAIN OR LOSS TO OR FROM YOU OR YOUR FAMILY, FRIENDS OR ASSOCIATES MAY BE 
DONE VIA AMATEUR RADIO. IF YOU THINK THERE MAY BE EVEN THE SLIGHTEST 
QUESTION AS TO THE LEGALITY OF THE USE OF THE PATCH, DON’T USE IT. 

BETTER TO FIND A PAY PHONE OR WAIT AND MAKE THE CALL WHEN YOU GET HOME. 
AGAIN, IF A CONTROL OPERATOR HEARS A VIOLATION OR A SUSPECTED VIOLATION 

HE (SHE) WILL DISCONNECT THE PATCH. DON’T BE ANGRY. REMEMBER, THE 
CONTROL OP’S ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR LEGAL OPERATION OF THE REPEATER. 


WHAT IS THE BEEP AFTER A TRANSMISSION? 


THE BEEP IS A COURTESY TONE WHICH IS THERE TO LET STATIONS THAT WOULD 
LIKE TO USE THE REPEATER GET A CHANCE TO BREAK INTO A SO IN PROGRESS. 
THE TONE ALSO RESETS THE REPEATER TIMER. REMEMBER TO LET THE ‘BEEP’ 

GO BEFORE KEYING YOUR MIKE BECAUSE IF YOU DON’T YOU MAY TIME OUT THE 
MACHINE AND GET A LESS THAN PLEASANT RESPONSE FROM THE CONTROLLER AFTER 
YOU UNKEY. THERE ARE SEVERAL COURTESY TONES THAT ARE AVAILABLE AND SOME 
HAVE A SPECIAL MEANING. 


WHAT DO THE DIFFERENT COURTESY TONES MEAN? 


THE NORMAL COURTESY TONE IS A SINGLE TONE OCCURING A SECOND OR TWO AFTER 
A PERSON UNKEYS. IF YOU HEAR A TWO TONE COURTESY TONE AND THE TAIL 
MESSAGE "CONTROL OPERATOR OFF FREQUENCY" THEN THERE ARE NO CONTROL 
OPERATORS AVAILABLE AND ALL REPEATER FUNCTIONS ARE OFF (EXCEPT THE 
EMERGENCY AUTODIALS). TWO SINGLE COURTESY TONES, ONE HAPPENING RIGHT 
AFTER A PERSON UNKEYS AND THE OTHER COMING UP A SECOND OR TWO LATER 
INDICATES THAT THE LINK BETWEEN THE TWO METER AND 220 IS UP AND RUNNING. 
WAIT FOR THE SECOND COURTESY TONE BEFORE YOU KEY UP. A SOFTER TWO TONE 
COURTESY TONE INDICATES THAT THE PERSON YOU ARE TALKING TO IS TRANSMITTING 
ON THE 220 REPEATER AND IS COMING THROUGH THE LINK. THERE ARE SEVERAL 
OTHER COURTESY TONES THAT ARE USED FOR SPECIAL OCCASIONS AND ARE BROUGHT 
UP BY THE CONTROL OPERATORS.

WHEN SHOULD I USE THE WORD "BREAK"? 


ONLY IN AN EMERGENCY. USE YOUR CALL OR THE SUFFIX OF YOUR CALL IF YOU 
WISH TO JOIN A Q@SO OR NEED TO USE THE MACHINE. REMEMBER, A QSO IN

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WORK THE WORLD 


In this column we will cover two fun parts of hamming--contesting 
and DXing. The big DX contests are just around the corner, 
coming in the winter. There are several smaller contests before 
them. While you may not want to try to win one of the big 
contests, it can be fun to use the contests to pick up new DX 
countries or search for states you need. 


In August we have three good contests--the European DX, The 
Alaskan @SOQ Party, and the All Asian Contest. First is the 
European DX CW Contest, Aug. 13-14. In this you try to work as 
many Europeans as possible. Exchange Signal Report (RST) and 3- 
digit @S0 number. The Europeans will probably ask you for "any 
QTCs?" Since this is a little tough to explain, read about @TCs 
on page 86 of July Q@ST. The easy way out is to simply answer "I 
have no @TCs." Simply stated, Q@1TCs are a list of stations you 
have already worked. You must keep a separate log of @TCs that 
you exchanges and, of course, they count more points. The phone 
version of this test is Sept. 10-11 


The Alaskan QSO Party, cw and phone, is Aug. 20-21. Alaskan 
stations send signal report plus judicial district (3rd district 
for Anchorage). Others will send signal report, (state for US), 


and serial number. Score 2 points per QS0 on 10-15-20 and 5S 
points on 40-80-160 meters. Logs go ta KL7AF, PO Box 1614, 
Kodiak AK 94615. Last year several stations said they had never 


heard sa many EL7s. So have fun with this one. 


The All-Asian CW Contest is Aug. 27-28. Here you can work lots 
of JAs. Some good DX will usually be found, for example, if you 
need VU, VSS, AZ2, JTO, paint your antenna West and Northwest. 


Some hints on working DX. This time of year offers good openings 
into South America (e.g. heard in July--ZF YS 8R1 FS7 and VP2s). 
The South Pacific has been very strong and Africa can be found in 


the evenings on 20 meters and mornings on 15 meters. China has 
been showing some Saturday evenings. These appearances are not 
being widely published so watch out for them. Heard in the last 


month were BYBAA on 21033 and BYIPK ON 14020.
